Dear  Supervisor  Ammiano: 

Pursuant  to  Charter  Section  3.103  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  I  hereby  veto  the 
legislation  that  would  regulate  campaign  consultants  (File  97-96-13). 

I  know  you  and  your  colleagues  on  the  Board  of  Supervisors  fervently  believe,  as  I  do,  in  the  concept 
of  clean  and  open  government.  As  elected  public  officials,  we  have  a  moral  and  legal  responsibility  to 
do  no  less,  and  I  commend  you  for  your  tireless  efforts  in  this  arena. 

San  Franciscans  vote  for  their  officials  knowing  that  there  will  be  pressures  put  on  them  by  a  myriad 
of  interest  groups.  Lobbyists  from  the  worlds  of  business,  from  community-based  organizations,  from 
labor  and  from  non-profit  agencies  all  seek  to  influence  public  servants  and  the  legislation  they 
craft.   This  is  our  system  of  open  democracy. 

To  begin  imposing  restrictions  on  which  of  their  elected  officials  these  members  of  the  private  sector 
may  lobby  and  when  they  may  lobby  them  would  have  a  chilling  effect  on  that  democratic  process. 

Further,  many  of  the  regulations  suggested  by  this  legislation  already  are  in  place  vis  a  vis  the  Fair 
Political  Practices  Commission  and  the  San  Francisco  Ethics  Commission. 

The  burden  of  maintaining  integrity  in  government  belongs  with  the  elected  officials  and  not  with  the 
private  sector.   We  as  public  servants  do  not  prove  our  honesty  and  adherence  to  high  principles  by 
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imposing  restrictions  on  others.  Rather,  in  instances  of  potential  conflicts  of  interest,  we  as  public 
servants  have  a  responsibility  and  a  moral  obligation  to  recuse  ourselves  from  discussion  and  action  on 
that  particular  issue.  The  voters  have  placed  that  faith  in  us.  Surely  we  can  exhibit  that  same  faith 
in  ourselves? 

Per  an  amendment  offered  by  Supervisor  Susan  Leal,  this  legislation  should  shift  the  onus  of  recusal 
from  the  political  consultant  to  the  elected  official.  This  amendment  is  supported  by  myself  and  by 
Board  President  Kevin  Shelley. 

If  Supervisor  Leal ' s  amendment  is  adopted  in  reference  to  this  legislation,  I  would  certainly  support 
and  sign  it.

Proposed  New  Ballpark  Presentation  from  Mayor 

The  Honorable  Mayor,  Willie  L.  Brown,  Jr.,  appeared  and  made  a  presentation  on  a  proposed  lease  of 
approximately  12.5  acre  site  in  China  Basin  for  development  of  the  proposed  new  ballpark  for  the  San 
Francisco  Giants . 
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The  Mayor  submitted  a  communication  dated  December  16,  1995  transmitting  a  term  sheet  which 
outlines  terms  for  the  proposed  new  ballpark  consistent  with  the  policies  and  purposes  of  Proposition  B 
approved  by  the  voters  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  on  March  26,  1996.  One  of  the  main 
features  of  the  proposal  is  that  the  Giants  franchise  will  commit  to  play  at  the  new  ballpark  for  a 
minimum  of  23  seasons  after  opening  day  under  an  agreement  directly  with  the  City. 

The  term  sheet  will  not  create  any  contractually  binding  obligations  on  the  part  of  the  City.  The 
Board  of  Supervisors,  City  Commissions  and  Redevelopment  Agency  Commission  will  retain  the  absolute 
discretion  to  (i)  make  such  modifications  to  the  form  of  the  lease  and  the  ballpark  project  that  are 
deemed  necessary  to  mitigate  significant  environmental  impacts;  (ii)  select  other  feasible  alternatives 
to  avoid  such  impacts;  (iii)  balance  the  benefits  against  unavoidable  significant  impacts  prior  to 
taking  final  action  if  such  significant  impacts  cannot  otherwise  be  avoided;  or  (iv)  determine  not  to 
proceed  with  the  project. 

Upon  completion  of  the  environmental  review  process,  a  number  of  Board  of  Supervisors  approvals 
will  be  necessary  in  connection  with  this  project,  including  adoption  of  the  CEQA  findings  and  approval 
of  amendments  to  the  City's  General  Plan,  amendments  to  the  Rincon-South  Beach  Redevelopment  Plan, 
lease  agreements,  acquisition  of  the  Caltrans  parcel,  and  street  vacations.  In  addition,  various 
approvals  by  the  City  Planning  Commission,  Port  Commission  and  Redevelopment  Agency  Commission  will  be 
necessary  before  the  full  proposal  comes  to  you  for  your  consideration.  I  anticipate  that  the  full 
proposal  will  be  presented  to  you  in  June  or  July  of  next  year,  including  a  final  lease  agreement  to  be 
negotiated  consistent  with  the  principles  outlined  in  the  term  sheet. 

Execution  of  the  term  sheet  is  a  significant  step  in  the  timely  implementation  of  Proposition  B, 
and  I  am  delighted  to  be  able  to  present  the  proposal  to  you.
